Th®  total  number  of  deaths  was  4-6(45  in  1961  and  25  in  i960) 
f these  deaths  cancer  accounted  for  5 Vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system  (strokes)  for  9,  Coronary  artery  disease  for  7 and 
heart. disease  for  17.  It  is  then  apparent  that  these  are  by  far  the 
most  important  causes  of  death  statistically.  Unfortunately  we  do 
not,  at  the  moment,  have  generally  reliable  means  of  preventing  them. 

There  was  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the 
year  and  no  death  from  tuberculosis.  The  only  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified  during  the  year  were  three  cases  of  measles.
